ACL Compliant No. R9-2007-0064 recommending a $546,250 
assessment of civil liability against Ashby USA, LLC (Ashby) for 
violations of its Regional Board issued Water Quality Certification 
No. 01C-091.  The Complaint alleges that Ashby disturbed areas 
to be protected, failied to submit a mitigation plan, failed to 
implement mitigation, and failed to design and install a detention 
basin. 
 
A public hearing is scheduled for October 10, 2007.  Ashby has 
until August 24, 2007 to notify the Regional Board of whether it 
will contest the penalty or waive its’ right to hearing.
